NEW,YORK, February 25.—A special 


to the Herald from Havana BBJB : There 
ia no longer any reason to doubt that 
the explosion which wrecked the Maine 
came /roui underneath the veaael, and 
that her magazines had nothing to do 
with the initial explosion, and played a 
much smaller part in the great disaster 
than was at first supposed. 


The evidence that haa served to con- 


vince the board waa obtained by Ensign 
Powellson, an officer attached to the 
Fern. Mr. Powellsou waa formerly in 
the construction corps and took a two 
years' special course in the Glasgow 


Bchool of naval architecture, lie is 
therefore a competent witneaa. 


>Vhat he discovered was that the for- 


ward part of the keel ot the Maine,with 
its ribs and plates, wag etovo upward BO 
far that the parts of the shattered 
double bottom ahow out of the water 
and in places sections of the green- 
painted outer hull are visible, 


^Corroborative of evidence given by 


Ensign Powellaon and of equal signifi- 
cance and importance is the result of the 
close examination made by the divero. 
What they found indicates that the ex* 
.plosion came from a point beneath the 
.keel. A plumb line dropped from a 
..poiat just forward of the conning tower 
would have laid the lead exactly on the 
apot where the explosion occurred that 
hovs the keol and plates and riha almost 
to the surface.

Beema to have been everted slightly on 
the port side of the vessel. This is con- 
sistent with the facts hitherto ascer- 
tained. 


Collectively theae now indicate that 


the contenta of tha reaerve nix-inch 
magazine was exploded by the initial 
blaat and that there was no explosion 
in either of tha other two. In the re- 
serve magazine was stored 2500 pounds 


of pawdera in copper tanks, each of 
which contained 200 pounda. 


Several of those tanks have been 


found by the divers, all in crushed and 
flhapleaa masses. It is important to 
cote that in the eix-inch tanks recov- 
ered the excelaior used for packing the 
charges shows no injury from flame or 
gases. 


The pDwdor stowed in the six-inch re- 


Borva magazine was used for saluting 
purposes only. The magazine itaelf ap- 
pears to have been utterly destroyed, 
only a few traces being left to show the 
spot where it was oncalocated. 


The under part of the ten-inch maga- 


zine ia wholly inaccaauible to the divers. 
In the upper part is tightly wedeed a 


maaa of powdar cylinders, too heavy for 
tha divara to extricate, hat apparently 
containing unexploded charges of pow- 
der. 


The Dow torpedo tube of the Maine 


had bean located in the wreck. It lies 
in the debris forward, submerged sev- 
eral feet under water. 


The hall ia now imbedded in the mod 


to the depth of eight feet. The divera 
•ink to their arm pita in the mad and 
have the greatest difficulty iu prosecut- 
ing their work. There are engaged on 
the forward part of the ship a gang in 
charge of Gunner Charles Morgan, an 
officur specially detailed from the flag- 
ship Xew York for that purpose, and 
who haa the reputation of being the 
moat efficient of hta rank.

Thankg to the promptness and effi- 


ciency of the chief of engineers and the 
chief of ordnance of tbe army the city 
of Washington is now regarded aa being 
well nigh eafeand secure from attack by 
water.

Washington and Sheridan Point, on the 
opposite side of the Potomac, are suffi- 
ciently advanced to be able to repel an 
ordinary fleet of invaders, and in cnae 
of necessity they could be vastly 
strengthened in « comparativnly Bhort 
time.

RELIEF FOR SUFFERERS. 


Representative Boutelle, chairman of 


Che house committee on naval affairs, 
conferred with Secretary Long again to- 
day. Mr. Boutelle eaid that hia visit 
^aa confined wholly to the question of 
relief for the sufferera of the Maine. 
The bill which he haa prepared will 
carry about $167,000 if passed in its 
present form. It has baon suggested, 
however, that a goneral law waa pafls?d 
in 1S95 under which relief may be given 
for the actual losa Buffered by those in 
the naval service in cage of disaster. 
.How far this general law will affect tha 
Rpecial relief extended to the Maine suf- 
ferers cannot be determined, but in any 
event it will cover only the actual loaa 
nf clothing, etc., while tho othflr mem- 
ure is designed to give a bulk allowance 
equivalent to twelve monthe' pay. 


Mr. Eoutelle stated that hia call had 


nothing to do with tha qnestion of naval 
equipment to be provided by the naval 
appropriation bill'in courae of prepara- 
! tion under hie chairmanship. Referring 


to the rumors of treachery in connection 
with the Maine disaster, he aaid: 
"I 


feel that any man who, by spoken or 
written utterance, adds a spark to in- 
fUme public sentiment at this juncture 
is as guilty aa the man who would touch 
a match to tbe powder magazine of a 
veaufll. This ia a time for the calmest 
judgment, instead of unguarded talk, 
wholly withont basis of established fact, 
of a war which would entail the livea of 
hundreds and thousands of our people." 


This was diplomatic day at the state 


department. The Portugnean minister 
came eaily and waa followed by Mr. 
Daboae, the Spanish charge d'affaires. 
It ia believed tbat the purpose of hia 
visit waa to ascertain if the offieiala bad 
any news from tbe wreck of the Maine 
that could properly be communicated to 
him.

sieged daily with applicants for enlist- 
ment, but very faw are now being taken. 


Besides the Minneapolis there are at

present. There aro alao eight old mon- 
itors at the navy yard, all of them relics 
of the civil war, but which could be fit- 
ted up quickly in ra=e they are needed.

We look at them with fear and wonder, 
and congratulate ourselves that they 
are extinct types. We have no needs 
that they could supply. 
They could 


not live in our^environments nor we in 
theirs. So there have bean among men 
monsters of power and violence. We 
cannot forget them, but we are glad 
tbey lived in another epoch. Tho al- 
manac man notes their birthdays, bat 
there are no assemblages of tbe people. 
If monuments have been builded to 
them, tbey are liable to be overturned 
when tbe dynasty changes or the corn- 
nine supplants the atnte.

in its denunciation of tbe efforts of the

to reaeut the offence. 


War is indeed barbarous, and no one 


knows thii better than the yellow newa 
paper proprietors, who wonld probably 
escape its barbarity by sending aubeti 
tntes to tbe front; but what wonld be 
the penalty of national cowardice on our 
part? We do not of couree nay that w 
have cause to 6gbt the Spaniards; we 
are merely following the trend of thi 
PM?* arguments.

We hope that the disaster will 
prove to have been the result of an ac- 
cident, and are inclined to believe that 
the investigation will thow it to have 
been such; but what if the Maine was 
blown up by a mine or torpedo, flred 
by Spanish hands? Does the Pa*t be- 
liev» th»t tbe thought of all the thingo 
tbat could be done with the millions of 
dollars ft war might cost would cause the 
people to refrain feom clamoring for 
retribution? Would It be willing to 
have ibem accept financial brim lor 


theeurvey of a line from that place to 
Sacramento, acd that tho road will be 
extended to the capital city.

THE RAISIN MARKET. 


The outlook ia not altogether discour- 


aging for those who aro still holding 
their raiaina for an advance in prices. 
The market remains inactive, but news 
from all quarters is to the effect that the 
visible supply is small and tho damaged 
gooda which have crashed tho lifo out of 
tbe demand have nearly gone out of tho 
hands of the jobbers. The San Frau- 
CiECO Herald of Trade ami F»mnee,tm- 
der date of the 18th inst., makes the fol- 
lowing estimate of the situation : 


Raisins are uuiet, but good merchant- 


able are strongly held owmc to light 
auppliea. Rain-damaged raisins are said 
to be cleaning on. When rain-damaged 
raiains are but of the market at the 
East good merchantable are expected to 
do better.

months ago aa the postmaster was leav 
ing the oilice at night, in company with 
several colored moo, ho waa fired on 
from aaibueb, but it was not known 
that tho ffonld-bs assassin wsa prompted 
by other than personal malice. 


Sinco then Baker moved hfg family 


into a houaa on tho outskirts of tbe 
town, whore ho also established the 
postou'iee. Last Tuesday n body of men, 
who kept concealed behind buildings 
and fences in tbe noiehborhood, riddled 
the building with shot and rifle bullete. 
They shot high, but no oue waa hurt 
and i: waa supposed to convey n warn- 
ing, 11 was a ehor: time btfore Sonatonj 
Tillman and MuLacrim and Congress- 
man llorton had asked tho postmaster 
general to remove -Maker because of his 
color and tbe request bad been refused.

body when a bullet crashed 


through its Eknll and it fell to the floor. 
She waa shot in several places. Two o] 
the girls had their arms broken near tbe 
shoulders and will probably lose them. 
Another of tho girls is believed to be 
fatftlly woundod. The boy is shot. Two 
of tbe seven occupants of the house es- 
caped with slight injuries, Tbe bodies 
of Baker and the infant were cremated 
in tbe building. All mail matter was 
destroyed. A corooer'e jury waa im- 
paneled this evening and it viewed the 
charred remains and adjourned till Sat- 
urday. There ia bitter indignation ex- 
pressed everywhere.

ment of tho meeting being that tbe 
method adopted by tbe finance commit- 
tee of the City Trustees was entirely in- 
adequate and wonld amount to nothing. 
The Chamber of Commerce agreed to 
furnish tto money to pay canvassers to 
make a complete poll of the- city, the 
Tiuetees to select tho canvaeserc, but 
the proposition did not meet with tbe 
approval of tho finance committee for 
eotno reason or another. It wax stated 
that Trustee Joe Spinney didn't like the 
idea. 
It was decided that if the petitions 


conld not be circulated and brought to 
tbe voters to aign, the only alternative 
waa to bring tbe voters to the petitions, 
and a committee ^asappointed to act in 
conjunction with a similar committee 
from 
the Chamber of Commerce to 


interest the people in expressing their 
views on the park proposition. It ia tbe 
idea that the committeemen are not tn 
employ any persuasion for or against 
tbo park, bat to use their efforts to get 
tbe people to sign. The citizens are de- 
aired to register their views, the object 
being to feel tbe public pulee on the 
matter, and if enough people do not aign 
either petition the diagnosis will be un- 
encceasful, and the City Trustees will be 
atill without anything to go by when it 
comes to a vote. 


The opponents of the park have frsn 


bueily engaged in drumming up people 
to sign the petition against it, and if a 
good number of people cannot bo in- 
duced to take an intereat in the thing, 
thane who are fighting the project will 
outnumber thoao who have signified 
themaelvea as in favor of the park hy 
eifininn the petition for it.

If ho admits the paper is 
monuy, then we have no nfled to place 
tamps on Rold orailver. lie said gold 
B ecarce and ia rapidly appreciating in 
valufi. Taat is not true, bat it is trao 
hut money ia scarce and ia rapidly ap- 
>reciating in value. Gold money, how- 
iver, has not appreciated any faster 
hon silver or paper money. Tho power 
of the one equate the power nf the other, 
and paper money is tha choice of every 
nine men out of ten today. 


Oar annaalintorcBt ia about $1,500,- 


300,000, which proves that, every dollar of 
3ur money muat bt) loaned ten times 
3vor ot 8 per cent interest. Doee any 
man dream that froa coinage of $70 P-r 
apita is an adequate remedy, or that it 
iaa any power to bieak truets and com- 
linos, or to prevent the money lords 
rom gathering and cornering every dol- 
ar BB fast aa miDted? The silver dollar 
e no eftvior. Like tbe gold dollar, it ia 
an engine of death and serves only to 
irevent the government from iHam'ng 
money direct to tbe people aud bidding 
hem go free. 
Mr. Towne thinks the people are not 


iharp enough to see thie, but T want to 
lay the people are not- the foole he takea 
,hem to he and by 1900 will stoutly ob- 
ecttq retarding the train of progress by 
coupling it to s car loaded at Heathen- 
dom. So long aa Mr. Towue can make 
he people believe gold and silver are 
money, eo long can he keep up scarce 
money and a money oligarchy. For 700 
years the Bank of Venice did the busi- 
ness of the world and there was not an 
QUOco of gold or silver back of it, for, 
rom the tirst, the accounts were abao- 
uiely irredeemable and for centuries 
lore no interest. 


He said no one aver voted for a eo'.d 


itandard. True, but it is equally true 
;hat we have nevet voted for the coin- 
age of either cold or silver. We only 
roted that congress have power to coin 
nouey ; we did not even vute to have 
any money, but that did not prevent 
cougresa putting our only legal tender 
atamp on gold nnd silver, thereby com- 
jelling ua to pay the fellows to whom 
fe presented the stamp 107 for tho use 
ot it to pay taxes. Thus the atamp waa 
ised to enrich the few at the expense of 
the many. 


Tho speaker praised banks, and yet 
e all know every banker would close 
lie doors if he could not live on the in- 
terest of what be owes, a thing he 
not do if we had money instead of bank 
debts, called bank notes. It was ad* 
mtted that free coinage would raise tbe 
price of silver, but, be added, we are 
nore anxious to raise- the price of egga. 
And baa it come to this, that govern- 
ment ie to be invoked to put pricea up 
or down? "Eggs up" to tbe producer 
B death to "eggs up" for the consumer. 
The beet of!e:e>i ia to b.'e&s oue man and 
curse many. Give one man the stamp 
ind let the many pay the interest anc 
keepricht on Imildingle^alized monopo- 
lies. 0, blush, whero IB thy cheek, to 
ask a reformer tc join in?

To the 
dealist, to tn« WCOIHU hereelf, ibe- word 
espreeaee tbe movement that sprang op 
when women awoke to the knowledge 
hat there was work in tba world for 
hem to do, even if it led them outside 
the borne. 


While meu, tbe writer contended, 


Bert) complaining because of the fact 
hut women, were invttdinc their form- 
erly exclusive domain, tho women were 
not a bit afraid that men wonld aaarp 
heir mission in the home. 
The speaker then cited instances of 


noted women of bihtory, Cornelia, Joan 
of Arc find tbe noble mothers of the 
{evolution being mentioned. In litfra- 
ure, she thought Shakeepeare'a "Por- 
ia" waa the ideal prototype of modern 
womanhood. 


She dwelt at length on tbe noble work: 


nf the early women of tho country, and 
he names that tbe American Revolu- 
ion have made famous. In time of war 
now, she declared, the whole Salvation 
Array might ba depended upon as K 
nursing corpa on tbe field. 


The writer next considered the work 


if the woman of today, conservatively 
eatimating that she was engaged in 342 
nduatrieB. The cry now is, ebe eaid, 
what ia going to become of the men 
aince the women are ao rapidly crowd- 
ng them out of 
employment? She 


phonght that if the women got away 
with the entire "worka" of the world 
bey would divide with the men. 
Statistics comniled from the report of 


he commissioner of labor were given to 
bow that women might work out in the 
world and retain their virture and aelf- 
•eepect. 
She thongbt that the girl 


working with men in the different walks 
of life had a batter chance to capture a 
desirable husband than the girl at home. 


Referpnco wan made to tbe difference 


n wngen paid to men and to women, 
doing practically tbe eame labor. Tbe 
writer, while admitting that anch was 
tbe fact, deplored it and thon^bt that it 
was the womau'a own fault that she waa 
thus imposed upon. 


In conclusion, Mrs. Davia elated that 


she would not undertake to predict the 
effect of woman's entranco into the 
wage-winning race with men, but she 
did not think that it would cause mar- 
riage to go oat of style enough to hart. 
W urn art's instincts remain much the 
lame in all agea.and marriage Lna never 
been very unpopular. But the woruaa 
making her own living is not litely to 
contract an alliance which will prove 
unhappy.

Why ia it more ridiculous for this ab- 
surd Miss Dempsey to crown herself aa 
Qaeen Lavinia by warrant of the strain 
ot Dntch blood in her veins than for the 
descendants of John Jacob Astor, the 
honest oeddler, and of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, the boatman, to take on the so* 
cial state and severe aloofness of heredit- 
ary noble?? To the uncorrupted Ameri- 
can iniud real monarcha and real nobles 
are irrational products of human folly 
due to ignorance and weakness. How, 
then, ought the American mind to rank 
imitations of the real and reprehensible 
thing? Laughter affronts the royal dig- 
nity of Queen Dempsey, but New York 
takes in soberness an3 awe the pewter 
lorde and ladies of the Four Hundred, 
who are not behind ot tiers iu their 
serious view of themselves. And New 
York mirrors the rest of the country. 
There isn't a town that hasn't its Four 
Hundred nor a village devoid of its Van- 
derbilt and Aster in little. Were the 
regal Dempsey a satirist with nerve and 
wealth she would pasa down to posterity 
with a nob'e fame. But as ehe ia merely 
a person with no humor and large 
vanity who has made tbo mistake ol 
playing at European rank and greatness 
in a new way, ehe is seen to b« as faimy 
as San Francisco's Emperor Norton was, 
and the amusement she excites ie no- 
where greater than among tbe aristoc- 
racy which models itself upon the En- 
glish nobility and gentry and is to the 
fnll as bogna as her majesty of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria. Her title to her crown is as 
eolid as is that of any of the ruling 
families here to their social preeminence, 
precisely tbe earae indeed- she has the 
coin to pay for conspicuousnesB.

The illuytratiou was 
uteoded to chow that value was au aeci- 
lerttal relation between two things, regu- 
ated by the IB wa of supply and demand. 
The ppeaker remarked facetiously that 
here was more salt in Fresno than in 
.he Klondyko, and probably more gold 
:bere than in Fresno. 


Tha speaker nest explained what waa 


iieant by money values. Tbe exprea- 
eiona "market value" and "commercial 
value," ho declared, wore absolute non- 
een$e. The market value for money is 
not tne eaine aa the market value for a 
commodity, inasmuch as the market 
valne of money ia equivalent to the mar- 
ket value of all other tbinga pat to- 
gether. 


Ho explained the preset ratio between 


tho metalp, which waa about 34 to 1, as 
beiug due to the legislation against ail 
ver, which baa destroyed the demanc 
for it as money and hence lessened its 


ilun aa compared with gold. 
Personally he would like to eee the 


silver mines opened up, hut H was nol 
the mine owners who were to be consid- 
ered. It was tho welfare of the whole 
country. He denied that bo hsd any 
silver interests. 


A UOOn DOLLAR. 


Mr. Towue declared that it wa 


monstrous doctrine that money of the 
greatest purchasing power was the besl 
money. As a medium o! exchange il 
made little difference whether the dol- 
lar, for instance, had twice iu present 
value, or only half, but to ircreaae the 
standard of value affected the deferred 
payments. 


"How pood a dollar do you want?" he 


asked. "A dollar that buya a dollar's 
worth of wheat, that same dollar ia 
bought for that much wheat. Now, if a 
dollar becomes ao good that it will buy 
sixteen bnshels of wheat, it will jue 
take that much more wheat to get tha 
dollar. That ia u good doctrine for a 
man who had dollars and wanted wheat 
but bad for the man who bad wheat and 
wanted dollars." 


Tbe speaker made the usual reference 


to the sndden change of sentiment on 
tha money standard of Ehe delegatus to 
the St. Louis convflntion, and quotei 
words of President McKmley to show 
hia change of attitude on the monetary 
question.
